There was, as on previous occasions, a 
large attendance. 
The Secretary was interrogated by Itep- 
rcscniativc Hiscock, aud said that on the 
17th of November the visiting Republi­ 
cans called on the Returning Board, to pay 
their respects, having understooJ that the 
Democrats had paid a similar deed of cour­ 
tesy the day before. 
Question—Did you, or any of your as­ 
sociates, meet privately with any member 
or members of the board ? 
Answer—I reply emphatically, no. I 
was uevcr privately or alone with any 
member of me board. 
I treated the members the same as I 
would have treated any other court or tri­ 
bunal before which I appeared, either as 
witness or advocate; ate dinners with them 
aud other guests, but never alone. I never 
mentioned the duties of the Returning 
Board nor alluded to the investigation or 
protest to any member of the Returning 
Board while in New Orleans.

Sher­ 
man said, ‘You can be provided for else­ 
where,’ etc. 
Secretary Sherman, in reply to the 
above, said that he never had such a con­ 
versation.

Ile never hoard of such a 
thing, and when iu New Orleans he was 
very cautious in his expressions, as were 
his associates. 
Secretary Sherman was shown a letter 
alleged to have been written to bim by 
Weber and Anderson, dated Nov. 20,1870, 
and said that he never received such a let­

A Singular Case. 
CooQecticui, the *‘iaoi of steady habits," 
the home of the blue laws, has recently 
furnished the acaudal mongers with the 
particulars of a piece of deviltry which 
challenges the history of the century to 
produce its like. The telegraphic reports 
nave given brief notes of the progress of 
the case, but the particulars are, in many 
respects, so revolting, aud the circum- 
statices so comp! cited that we feel justi­ 
fied in giving oar reader a brief resume of 
toe case up lo the present time.

The motive assigned for the 
crime was the alleged desire to rid them­ 
selves of obstacles to their passiou for each 
other.

8he was in agony all night, and the next

medicines, procured her a 
mixture which alleviated pain and pro­ 
duced sleep. 
In the afternoon she grew 
worse, and her screams could be heard on 
me sired, 
lier stomach seemed to be 
greatly disordered. 
Bishop gave her some 
more medicine, and she went instantly to 
sleep, from which she never aroused to 
consciousness. 
I he husband endured his 
silliclion very resignedly, but Mrs. Cobb 
appeared to be greatly distressed over the 
de«th of her friend, and even swooned in 
her carriage on the way to the cemetery. 
A lew uays alter the luneral Mr. Cobb, 
after drinking a cup of tea, complained of 
weakness, ills wile suggested that he 
driuk more tea. “No." he replied, “there 
is something wrong in it." lie lay down 
on the lounge, and almost doubled up with 
the pal0 Im his stomach. 
Then he rolled 
on the floor, tand finally paced the floor 
like a madman, so great was his agony. Ile 
ran to the allice of a doctor, who gave him 
an 
antidote 
which 
relieved 
him. 
Three 
weeks 
afterward 
Cobb 
was 
afflicted 
in 
the 
same 
way, 
but quickly obtained relief from the same 
remedies. 
His friends became alarmed, 
aud urged him to make an investigation, 
hut lie scouted the idea of polsomug. and 
-ald it was only a bilious attack. 
Three 
tither attacks, with precisely similar symp­ 
toms, aud aller having drank tome tea, fol­ 
lowed at considerable intervals. From the 
last ol these he died on the Gib of Juno. 
Naturally enough the suspicions of the 
community were aroused. Atter an exami­ 
nation by local physicians, portions ol Mr. 
Cobb's viscera were si rn to l*rof. Charles 
A. Domini*, ol New York, aud he found 
traces of poison. Ike body of Mrs. Biskop, 
wa* theu exhumed and portioned it sent 
to the same professor, with the same re­ 
sult. This double discovery created in­ 
tense excitement in the e immunity, and 
Bk-hop nod Mrs. Cobb were at once ar­ 
rested. Their examination occupied most 
of last week. The alleged intimacy be­ 
tween the accused Is said to have arisen 
from his visits to her house in the 
capacity 
of

clerk, who 
took orders of the ismily aud deliv* 
ered the articles. 
The te.'t<m ny of several 
witnesses, especially that of Mrs. Cobb's 
mottler, relative to this ph se of the case.

Bishop is full ol bravado, but Mrs. Cobb is 
quite broken down with ill health, probi­ 
t y arising Irmo excitement.

against them is very hater, and few per­ 
sons seem to legard tin rn as innocmt of 
the cr lulu charged upon them.
